Being a series of short articles ex- 
planatory of the provisions of the 
Alberta Town Planning Act and Reg- 
ulations thereunder. 


Article 10—Town Planning Commis- 
slons. 

Some of the duties of the Provincial 
Town and Rural Planning Advisory 
Board are: 

“To co-operate with any local or 
rural authority in formulating and car- 
rying into effect any official town plan 
or any planning scheme; and to pro- 
mote in any community a pride in the 
amenities of its neighborhood.” 

The Board feels that it can best as- 
sist by encouraging the appointment 
of Town Planning Commissions in 
cities and towns and. in some instanc- 
es also in villages. Where several au- 
thorities are concerned a “Regional 
Planning Commission” may be ap- 
pointed. : 

Experience shows that town plan- 
ning activities can best be carried on 
where there is a Town Planning Com- 
Provincial 
Board and Provincial Director are 
both able and glad to co-operate. 

A year ago in the United States 
there were over 750 communities in- 
terested in planning; over 650 had 
Official planning commissions. In 
Canada there are already a consider- 
able number of commissions in the 
various Provinces with a dozen or 
more in Ontario, several in Saskatche- 
‘wan, and in Vancouver and _ other 
municipalities of British Columbia. In 
Alberta there are*now 14 commis- 
sions. Other municipalities have nam- 
ed commissions, but they have not yet 
been officially appointed.

CHINA MAY PROVE 
AN OUTLET FOR WHEAT 


To be in a city when it was be- 
seiged by three different Red armies 
and to be going back to that same 
city, takes more than average nerve, 
but that is exactly what G. S. Moss, 
formerly acting British consul gen- 
eral in the city of Canton, China, 
who travelled through Winnipeg last 
week, over the lines of the C.N.R,, 
is doing. — 

“The continuous fighting between 
the different factions in China has 
kept the rice crop very meagre,” 
Mr. Moss pointed out. He said this 
thakes a- market for Canadian wheat, 
a large quantity of which is on’ or- 
der for export to China during the 
coming winter. Mr. Moss looked for 
an early te,mination of the hostili- 
ties that are turning the economic 
market of China “inside out,’ and 
stated that Canada, to hold her mar- 
.|ket in the Orient, had to compete 
with Japan, whose control of the 
railroad gave her an 
opening to lay Japanese produce in 
China at a very low figure.

GRAIN CONCERN SUFFERS 
.Loss OF $2,874,686 


Winnipeg, Nov. “1.—Drastic losses, 
amounting to. $2, BT 45 686,-and includ- 
ing $1,785,636 lost * on unauthorized 
purchase of stocks on margin,:and un- 
authgrized transactions for the year 
ending June 30, 1930, were announc- 
ed in the fourth annual report of the 
directors of the Alberta Pacific Grain 
Compay, Limited, issued here Friday. 

The losses included, as well as the 
unauthorized transactions, $669,000 
on the operations ‘of a subsidiary com- 
pany, $210,000 on bond interest not 
met by operations, and $210,000 on 
dividend on preferred stock. The loss 
sustained entirely wiped out the bal- 
ance of $1,555,933.20, brought  for- 
ward from the previous year’s opera- 
tions. 

Decreased ‘grain handlings, caused 
by the small crop of 1929, were held 


responsible for the operating loss, 
noted in the report, while it was 
emphasizd that “it has been neces- 


sary to provide for further serious 
losses—the unauthorized transactions 
—though transactions having no part 
in the regular business of the com- 
pany.”

More than 40,000 small and 20,000

Bulk of 
the good butcher ‘heifers $4.75 to 
$5.00, choice kinds and _ especially 
lightweights making a little mora. 
common to ‘mediums §3. 50 to $4.50. 
Bulk of the good to choice butcher 
cows are selling at $3.50 to $4.00, 
common to mediums $2.50 to $3.25, 
canners and cutters $1.00 to $2.00, 
bulls $2.50 to $3.00. 


The demand for stockergs and feed- 
ers continues quite good and trading 
on this class of stock is fairly brisk, 
with sales so far this week indicating 
that prices are fully steady to firm 
with last week’s close. 


Stocker and feeder steers are bring- 
ing $4.25 to $5.00, stocker heifers $4.00 
to $4.75 land stocker cows $3.00 to 
$3.75. 

There is no material change notice-
